Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's Argument is unpersuasive. As per 
Applicant's assertion that Cuccia fails to disclose or suggest the method for collecting multimedia program information wherein a first and 
second received program information is matched with a first and a second list of request information respectfully, the Examiner disagrees. 
It Is noted that Cuccia discloses the extraction of "program specific infromation PSI from the transport streams TS1-TSn" (See Cuccia, 
C4:L1 1-25). Additionally, Cuccia discloses a method wherein "the extracted PSI is conveyed via microcontroller 205 to the mapping 
fucntion . . . [to] maintain a global map of channel numbers to transport stream and associated PSI" (See Cuccia, C4:L64'-C5:L2). That is, 
a list of request program information is stored on the global map such that the map is of channels and program specific information 
associated with channels using the program specific information extracted by the predecoder. Accordingly, one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the claimed invention was made would be able to properly discern that the received program information may be matched up 
with a list of requested program information via the mapping capabilities disclosed by Cuccia. The rejections of claims 1-8, 14-21 and 27- 
28 under 35 U.S. C. 102 is sustained. 
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
